It is the aim of the Conservatory to offer an education in the 
Fine Arts as thorough and complete as given in the best schools 
abroad. It is especially intended to make this a training-school 
for those who wish to become teachers, as well as to provide the 
best advantages for all who wish to make a study of the Fine Arts. 
On entering the school, students are assigned the highest grade 
of work for which they are prepared, and are carefully advised and 
guided during the whole course; the development of individual 
talent is sought, and the special purpose of each pupil is aided. 
The character of the work that has already been done is proof of 
the strength and excellence of the teaching. The best foundation 
for all Art work is a thorough study of the principles and practice 
of drawing and painting the human figure, a careful study of which 
produces better results in the after study of the draped figure. 
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Life studies are, therefore, made one of the chief features of the 
department. One day each week will be given to the Costume 
Class. 

The many advantages of the school include the convenient 
arrangement of the art rooms, finely lighted and ventilated studios, 
and a complete collection of casts from the antique, and the finest 
productions of drawings from the best French and German masters, 
a collection of paintings and still-life objects. Models five days 
each week. The association with the many advantages of the 
Conservatory assures a school without an equal in the country. 

Diplomas are awarded to students who have completed the 


required course of study. 


DEPARTMENTS OF STUDY. 


The departments of study are grouped in four divisions, viz.: 
Drawing and Painting, Modeling, Decorative Design, and Construc- 
tive Arts. 

The regular course covers three years, at the end of which 
the pupil, after passing a satisfactory examination, may receive a 
diploma. Every pupil who receives a diploma is expected to leave 
a satisfactory drawing in the school, and any pupil is lable to be 
called upon to do the same each year. All studies will be retained 
until the end of the school-year. 


Department of Painting and Drawing.

Drawing from flat and from the antique. Still-life painting, 
flowers, etc., and time sketches in charcoal. 
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SECOND YEAR. 


_ Drawing from the antique, casts, still-life, and drapery. Time 
sketches. Drawing from life— draped model. Special training in 
. pen and ink, black and white, for illustrative works. 


THIRD YEAR. 


Drawing and painting from life. Historical or mythological 
subjects will be given from time to time for composition, to be 
executed in pen and ink, black and white, crayon, pencil, or char- 
coal, for illustrative work and general criticism. d 

Portraiture in Crayon and Oil Painting will be taught to the 
advanced pupils in drawing.

“FIRST YEAR. 


Elementary instrumental perspective, with the application of 
the rules of perspective to free-hand and architectural drawing. 
Plans and elevation of a building with working details of same. 
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SECOND YEAR. 
Advanced perspective, shadows, and reflections. Architectural 
drawing. Design of a house with details, perspective, and specifi- 
cation of same. 
Special training will be given in other branches of the con- 
structive and graphic arts, such as machine drawing, ship draughting, 
color lithography, etc. 


Department of Modeling. 
CyRuS Coss, /ustructor. 


Students of the regular course in drawing can be admitted to _ 
this department. Other applicants must submit specimens of their 
work in drawing, showing the necessary proficiency. 


FIRST YEAR. 


Study of detail of the human figure and of animal form, from 
ornaments in bas-relief and in round from casts. Heads from the 
antique, both in bas-relief and in round. 


SECOND YEAR. 


Busts from the antique. Figures from bas-reliefs and round. 

Heads from nature in round or relief. A/to-rilievo. Architect- 
ural ornaments. Sketches in clay from living model, draped or in 
costume. Casting. 


Decorative Design. 
Miss Mary HERSEy, /zstructor. 


Classes are formed in Decorative Design and thorough instruc- 
tion is given in the elements of decorative form, and the composition 
and application of ornament. 

Elementary exercises of ornaments in monochrome, studies in 
monochrome from plant forms in outline, flowers and foliage, full 
palette. Study of the head from the example from nature. 
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Decorative Wood Carving. 


In connection with the Art Department, we have introduced 
Decorative Wood Carving as being a popular and desirable accom- 
plishment. The class will be under the instruction of 


Mr. FRANK L. STIMPSON, 


An artist of exceptional ability. The student will receive practical 
as well as theoretical instruction in this interesting study. A two- 
years’ course will be requisite to ensure proficiency. The course 
will be divided into three classes.
